Germany to Close Border. 

The French received assurances from 
Berlin today that the German Upper 
Silesian border would be closed be- 
ginning tonight at midnight and every 
effort would be made to prevent the 
smuggling of volunteer troops across 
the border. It was declared the Ger- 
man reichswehr troops, which are con- 
centrated on the border, are massed 
there as a protective measure and 
there is np intention of taking an 
offensive or of invading Upper Silesia. 

In the meantime Germany aom- 
plains that the Polish Upper Silesian 
frontier is not tightly closed and in- 


surgents and munitions continue to 
pass freely across the line. 
Premier Briand Silent. 

Pinch hitting for Premier Briand, who 
is reserving himself until a dczen in- 
terlopers have aired their grievances 
before the chamber of deputies, M.

| BELFAST, May 20.—{By the Assoct- 


elections, the first to be held under 
the system of proportional representa- 
tion, is like a region at war. Armored 
cars are here, there, and everywhere; 
lorry loads of .police and military 
with rifles ready for action come and 
go, and the military is guarding the 
headquarters of all royalist activities. 
But up to the present there have been 
no more than the usual clashes be- 
tween rival factions, which have oo- 
curred in Ulster elections for a genera- 
tion, and nothing beyond this is antici- 
pated by those in the best position to 
judge. 

For election day, May 24, further 
precautions are being taken, such as 
closing all licensed premises. There 
will be freedom of movement for motor 
cars having permits, a privilege which 
was curtailed during the last election.

The coalition judicial ticket in the Democratic 
eolumn has been overwhelmingly indorsed by the 
Chicago Bar association, by leading women’s clubs 
representing both Republican and Democratic 
faiths, by innumerable other civic organizations, 
and by the expressed hope of good citizens through- 
out the city that our courts be kept free of dan- 
gerous political influences and allowed to admin- 
ister justice unadulterated. 

But none of these things count directly in the 
ballot box. In the final analysis it is a battle of 
votes, decided by checks and tallies. The city hall 
ticket already has 100,000 votes. Job holders, 
friends and associates coritrolled by the city hall, 
as revealed by the forced sale of hundreds of thou- 
sands of Thompson jubilee tickets for the ma- 
chine’s slush fund, will give the Lundin-Thompson 
family that much of a start at the polls. That 
handicap must be o and an ample majority 
added to keep the courts free. It must be done by 
votes, not by resolutions. | 

The latter are important as revealing public 
opinion, upholding the independence of the ju- 
diciary and stimulating interest, but unless backed 
by ballots on June 6 they will amount to nothing. 
Every group or organization which backs the 
coalition by comment or resolution must arrange 
definitely to see that its members back the ticket 
with their votes. If they fail, conscientious citi- 
zetis on June 7 will be asking, “ What was ali the 
talkin’ for?”

BRYAN THROUGH HIS HAT. 

Mr. Bryan says there is a “vast group” of 
Americans who would be willing to say to the 
world: “We will lead the way alone in disarma- 
ment and let the world follow our lead.” 

What Mr. Bryan means by a “ vast group” we 
do not know, but inferentially he is one of them. 
He would probably assert that they are a “ vast” 
majority of the nation. 

We do not think available evidence supports 
Mr. Bryan's theory. We should back the common 
sense of the average man against Mr. Bryan's 
profitable platform sentimentalism. But human 
experience, the history of the past, the actual con- 
ditions of the present weigh as nothing against the 
intellectual dishonesty of Mr. Bryan's pacifist 
propaganda. 

Yet he does an unwitting service when he comes 
out for stripping naval and military defense from 
this country, regardless of what other nations re- 
tain armament or of what their policies and pro- 
grams may be. Mr. Bryan has an influence over 
many Americans because of his amiable address, 
his gift of public speaking and his practice of 
presenting moral platitudes in an effective way to 
crowds which enjoy emotional altruism without 
examining its consequences. So long as Mr. Bryan 
can keep ahead of a showdown he has influence. 
During the war he was pretty quiet. But now 
the war is gover. We are forgetting the blood 
sacrifice paid for following in the path of the 
pacifist until peace became impossible. Therefore, 
Mr. Bryan, unenlightened—because he did not in- 
tend to learn—and unabashed, is at work again. 
Mr. Bryan did not have to say whether the nation 
should go to war or not. He did not have to go 
into the trenches. No son of his fell from flaming 
skies or gave up his life for his country on the 
slopes of the Argonne hills. Mr. Bryan is at it 
again, talking shis shallow and demoralizing fal- 
lacies as regardless of the realities of this world 
as before 1914. 

Of course, Mr. Bryan says he is against war and 
wins applause thereby. ‘So is every other normal 
being, and we hazard the guess that the men who 
are most for adequate armament are more ear- 


nestly against war than Mr. Bryan, because they |.

G. T. S., who has had experience out 
of which he writes, sends us the following 
as to stuttering and stammering: 

“ Many parents take an arbitrary ajand 
on stammering, claiming that their off- 
spring will outgrow this defect. This is 
rarely true, but, O! the cases I've seen 
where the impediment has beqome worse 
as the afflicted one advanced in years. 

“My advice to parents is to place the 
afflicted one, when a defect in speech is 
observed, among children of the child's 
own age who are inclined to prolong their 
words a bit or who have fluent expres- 
The child’s mind is susceptible to 
outside influences and this association 
soon will produce in the child a quiet 
state of mind, and from constant obser- 
vation the child’s speech orgaas will 
gradually function normally. 

“With a grown person it is, indeed, 
much more difficult to eradicate this de- 
fect, the reason being that the fear con- 
nected with expression of his thoughts is 
ingrained in his mind, he is set in his 
ways. In view of this he must cultivate 
a strong will power, intensely study his 
own case, endeavor to find out just 
where he is lacking, etc. It might be 
that he is too exclusive, too delicate, lack 
of indecision, overcredulous, or whatever 
the shortcoming may be. He must study 
his own case. After be has discovered 
his fault he must prepare:to eliminate it 
by applying himself intensely along coun- 
ter lines. Perseverance will invariably 
bring the desired results. Then again, 
which is frequently the case, a stam- 
merer may be of & sickly nature. If this 
be the case he must strive to acquire 
good health first. This is of prime impor- 
tance.

State forester, R. B. Miller, at Urbana 
against planting red cedar trees. | 

“I would advise,” he says, “that! 
some care be taken in regard to plant- 
ing red cedar, since in southern Illi-| 
nois, in the region. around Anna and 
Jonesboro, there is a state law in effect : 
which requires the cutting of cedar, 
trees within a radius of five miles of 
these towns. This is because the red 
cedar bears one stage of the apple rust | 
in the form of the well known ‘cedar. 
apple,’ which contains spores. which, | 
lodging upon apple leave, start the 
first stage of apple rust. 

. Advises Against Red Cedars. 

“It would seem, then, that the plant- 
ing of red cedars, especially where the 
growing of apples is important, would 
not be a wise policy.”

Clyne Orders Quiz on 
Poole Report. 


The government entered the fight to 
lower milk prices in Chicago yester- 


day when District Attorney Clyne’s| 
office prepared for a federal grand. 


jury investigation of an alleged con- 
spiracy to keep the price at 14 cents 
a quart. The action followed receipt 
of a letter from Russell J. Poole, chair- 
man and secretary of the council high 
costs committee, who promised to pro- 
ducé evidence that farmers in Illinois 
and Indiana are being intimidated and 
boycotted to prevent them from sell- 
ing milk for delivery in Chicago. J. 
Arthur Miller, assistant district at- 
torney, will direct the inquiry. 

State and National Laws Violated. 

According to evidence which Mr. 
Poole has submitted the interstate com- 
merce act is being violated as well as 
two sections of the state criminal code. 

Charges are also made that the 
Milk Producers’ Codperative Marketing 
company has established thirty-eight 
stations for the disposal of surplus 
milk. Mr. Poole said he had proof that 
54,000 quarts of milk fit for human 
consumption had recently been dumped 
into the sewers of Gary and Indiana 
Harbor in one day. 

Chairman Poole also asked State’s 
Attorney Crowe to make an inquiry 
into the milk situation. The latter, 
it is said, asked that the federal au 
thorities take the initiative. He said 
federal prosecutions were more likely 
to result in conviction for violation 
of the interstate commerce act. 

Farmers Can’t Cut, They Say. 

Further reduction in the price paid 
farmers for milk would cause the 
farmers to dispose of their milk cows, 
Christian Larson, representing the Illi- 
nois Agricultural association, to!d the 
council committee on living costs yes- 
terday. 

“Milk cannot be produced by the 
farmer for less than the price he {s re- 
ceiving at present—a ‘tittle over 4 
cents a quart,” Mr. Larson said. “Low- 
ering the price would mean a lowering 
of milk standards and dirty milk.”

ALFALFA RANKS HIGH. 

Wheever alfalfa will grow farmers 
have come to realize recently that it is 
essential in the general cropping 
scheme. It has become one of the 
three principal hay crops—timothy, 
clover, and alfalfa—on the corn belt- 
er’s farm, and can be planted any time 
from February to the middle of Sep- 
‘Good drainage, soil with plenty of 
lime, inoculation and planting at the 
right time are the four essentials for 
the growing of alfalfa. To make sure 
that the soil is suited to alfalfa it 
should be tested. It can be tested on 
the farm or sent to the state agricul- 
tural experiment station. 
f 

If the farmer hasn’t time for sam- 
ples to be sent away to be tested he 
can make a simple test himself. Put a 
little soil in a porcelain cup and pour 
diluted muriatic (hydrochloric) acid over 
it. If bubbles form it indicates that 
there is a sufficient amount of lime. 

Wherever sweet clover. blue grass 
and red clover do well in a field alfalfa 
will grow. On land where these crops 
will not do well it usually indicates 
that the soil is “ sour” and needs lime. 
It is a good plan in practically all 
cases to apply a ton of lime to the acre, 
for alfalfa uses large quantities of it, 
about 100 pounds of lime .being taken 
from the soil with every ton of alfalfa. 

If alfalfa is planted on the right 
kind of soil the grower can usually 
get one and sometimes two crops of 
hay the first r, provided the seed 
are sown in spring. Winter freezes 
often kill alfalfa seeded in February 
and many find it best to delay the seed- 
ing. There is usually a better crop 
raised from seed sown in April and 
early May than where the seeding is 
done after May 15. If the stand is less 
than 50 per cent it is advisable to plow 
up the ground and réseed or plant 
another crop. Live stock should be 
kept out of alfalfa fields the first 
year.

Corn Dodger. 


Two economies, and a convenience 
for an out of door meal or a simple 
Sunday night supper, are bound up 
in making the corn dodger. In the 
first place, pour over whatever meas- 
ure of corn medi you use just as much 
boiling water as there is corn meal. 
A bit of salt and sugareshould be 
added to the meal first. Some short-

—and when the whole is cool it is made 
up into inch thick cakes, to be cooked 
like griddle cakes, or it may be baked 
as one big cake. 
we have some cracklings 
from trying out lard, and want to make 
one cake for two people, a cake which 
is good without butter, and fine with 
maple sirup. It is not only good, but 
delicious, if cooked so as to get for 
it a delicious and unburned crust. ve 
this cake we take: 

One-half cup of corn meal, one-halt 
teaspoon of salt, one teaspoon of sugar, 
and pour over. them one-half cup of 
boiling water. Then add two table- 
spoons of cracklings or a tablespoon 
of home tried ouf lard, or, for out 


of doors eating, bacon fat may be 


added. Melt a tablespoon of fat in 
a small frying pan, and pack this 
dough into it. Now. cook over a slow 
fire fo& fifteen minutes, then turn 
and cook on the other side long enough 
to set the crust. Be gure not to 
burn it. 

This cake could be prepared at 
home, packed into the greased pan, 
and cooked on coals out of doors. It 
can be made as palatable a bread and 
meat (fat meat) combined as anything 
of the sort known.
